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ABSTRACT 

Narrative and statistical sxunmaries are presented of 
the results of the 1986 Residence of First-Time Student survey, which 
is conducted as part of the Integrated Postsecondary Education Data 
System by the National Center for Education Statistics. The analysis 
is based on data reported on degree-seeking students by the 2,743 
colleges and universities in the 50 States and the District of 
Columbia (D.C.) that responded to the survey. In fall 1986, 15% of 
the first-time freshmen in U.S. higher education institutions crossed 
a state line to attend college. Net migration is defined as the 
difference between the number of first-time freshmen who come into a 
state tc attend college and the niimber who leave their home state to 
attend college elsewhere. Data are provided on the net migratilon of 
all first-time freshmen for each state and D.C. Thirty-one states had 
a net gain of first-time freshmen in 1986, while 20 states 
experienced net losses. Additional results include: 34% of all 
first-time freshmen and 32% of all out-of-state first-time freshmen 
were enrolled in public four-year institutions; and 86% of the 
students enrolled in these schools were state residents, with only 
eight states having fewer than 75% from within the state. (SW)

InthefaIIcrf']t986» 15 peiccnt of the fim-time fredunen in the Natim^^ 
higher education cfossed a State line to attend coDege. ^ More than half (51 percent) of these 
OQt-of-State students enrolled in private 4-year institutions, although these institutions en- 
rolled only 18 pocent of all first-time fireshmen. In contrast, public 2-year institutions en- 
rolled almost half (47 percent) of all first-time fiedunen, but only 14 percent of the out-of- 
State students. These are some of the highlights from die 1986 Residence of First-Time Stu- 
dents survey, conducted as part of the Integrated Postsecondaiy Education Data System 
(IFEDS) by the National Center for Education Stati^cs (NCES). The data in this rqport are 
limited to degree-seeking students who reside and attend college in the 50 States and the 
District of Columbia.

All Institutions 

ITiroughout the Nation, 85 percent of all first-time fireshmen in 1986 attended a college 
in their home State. This propmion ranged bom a high of 94 percent in Illinois, Michigan, 
and Nevada io a low of 3 1 percent in the District of Columbia. Only three other States had 
State residents comprise less than half of their first-time fieshmen: Vennont (42 percent), 
Rhode Island (44 percent), and New Hampshire (49 percent). Students whose State of 
residence was unknown were assumed to be out-of-State students. This seemed likely for 
public instiuttions, where in-State students paid smaller tuitions. 

Net migration is the difference between the number of first-time fieshmen who come into 
a State to attend college and the number of first-time fieshmen who leave their home State 
to attend college elsewhere. A State has a net gain if more students migrate into the State 
than leave the State. A net loss results when mort students leave the State to attend college 
than come into the State. Table 1 and figure 1 show the net migration of all first-time fiesh- 
men for each State and the District of Columbia and excludes students fiom fcmign countries 
and outlying areas.

Thirty-cne States had a net gain of first-time freshnen in 2986, vAiile 
20 States o^jerienoed net losses. Massachusetts and Nbrth Carolina led tha way 
with net gains of over 8,000 students, followed by California with over 7,000. New 
Jersey had the greatest net loss—almost 22,000— followed by Illinois with nearly 
10,000, Hew York with about 7,000, and Conwacticut with over 6,000. 

First-Time Freshmen, by lype and Oontrol of Instituticn 

Public iistitutions, by design, draw mcast of their shjdents trm their hone 
States. HcwBvcr, naaiy private institutions sely on attracting substantial portions 
of their student bodies from other States. Therefore, the distribution of all 
first-time freshmen, by tj'pe and oontrol of institution, is considerably different 
from the distrilxrtion of out-of-state first-time freshmen (figures 2-4) . 

rmirty-four percent of all first-time freshwai and 32 percent of all 
out-of-state first-time trta l imhai were enrolled in public 4-year institutions. 
Eighty-six percent of the students enrolled in these schools were State residents, 
with only 8 States having fewer than 75 percent fran within the State. California 
and Illinois had 96 percent of their students come from within the state, followed 

Hawaii, New Jersey, ana Texas with 95 percent. Delaware (39 percent) and 
Vermont (44 percent) had the lowest percentage of State residents eni'clled in their 
4-year public institutions (table 2) . 

Although only 18 percent of all first-time freshmen were enrolled in private 
4-year institutions, more than half (51 percent) of all out-of-state first-time 
freshmen were enrolled in these schools. Fifty-eight percent of the students 
enrolled in these schools were state residents, with only 3 States having more than 
75 p ercent frcci within the state. Michigan had 83 percent of its students cane 
fron within the State, followed by Montana (78 percent) , and New Jersey 
(75 percent) . 'ihe District of Columbia (6 percent) and Vermont (17 percent) had 
the lowest percentage of State residents enrolled in their 4-year private 
institutions (table 3) . ^ f 

Althou^ 47 percent of all first-time freshmen were enrolled in public 2-year 
institutions, only 14 percent of all out-of-State first-time freshmen were enrolled 
in these schools. Nineti'-five percent of the stuSents enrolled in these schools 
were State residents, with only 4 States having fewer than 90 percent frcm within 
State. Illinois had nearly 100 percent of their first-time freshmen ccme fron 
within the State, followed by Connecticut, Louisiana, Nfew York, and South Carolina 
with 99 percent each.* N^ Mexico (86 percent) had the lowest percentage of 
students \*o were State residents. New Hanpshire and Vermont (87 percent each) and 
Nbrth Dakota (89 percent) also had fewer than 90 percent of their first-time 
freshmen enrolled in public 2-year schools come fron within the state (table 4) . 

Oily 2 peroa* of all first-time freshmen and 3 percent of all out-of-state 
first-time feeshmen were enrolled in private 2-year institutions (tetole 5) . 
Seventy-six percent of the students enrolled in these schools were State 
residents. Because of the relatively small nuniaer of stuJents enrolled. State 
highlights are not described here.

Raoent High Sdiool Graduates 



More than 58 percent of the first-time freshmen enrolled in the fall of 1986 
had graduated trm high school duriiig the previous 12 months. Biese first-time 
feeshmen were less liJoely to attend a 8dx»l in their home State than all other 
first-time freshmen. Oily 82 percent of these reoEnt high school graduates 
attended a school in their heme State ocopared to 90 percent for other first-time 
freshmen. Ninety-five percent of the first-ti^ie freslmen \iho had recently 
graduated fron high school ii Michigan came fim within the State, followed by 
California vdth 93 peroent and Montana, OkleOiona, and Texas vith 92 percent each. 
Bie District of Ooluntoia, vith only 12 peroent, had the lowest percentage, ihree 
other States were belcw 50 peroent— Vermont (34 percent) , Fhode Island 
(39 percent) , and Delaware (45 peroent) . Mew Jersey had a net loss of 
19,000 students, ty far the largest in the Nation, followed by Illinois with a net 
loss of 9,000 stutSents. North Carolina, with a net gain of alaost 8,000 stidents, 
and Massachusetts, with over 6,000 students, had the largest net gains in the 
Nation (table 6) . 

Of the recent high school graduates vAio left their here State, 89 percent 
enrolled in 4-year institutions: 54 peroent in private 4-year institutions, an3 
35 percent in public 4-year institutions. Only 11 percent enrolled in 2-year 
schools: 8 peroent in public 2-year and 3 peroent in private 2-year schools. 

ncaneign Students 

^ There were 80,000 foreign tirst-time freshmen enrolled at all levels in the 
IJation's institutions of hi^ier education in 1986. About 28,000, or 34 percent of 
these students, were first-time freshmen; 33,000, or 41 peroent, were graduate or 
5irst-professional students, while the remaining 20,000, or 25 percent, were 
undergraduate transfer students. 

_ Five States accounted for 46 percent of all foreign student enrollment. 
California, with 22 peroent of all foreign students, had the highest percentage, 
followed by New York with 8 peroent; Texas, 6 peroent; Florida, 
5 peroent; and Michigan, 4 peroent. Figure 5 shows the distribution of foreicm 
first-time students, by State.

Statistics for tiiis repart ane based on reports frxxn ijistitutions of higher 
education in re^jonse to the Residence of First-Tiaie students survey ocxiducted 
by the Center for Bducaticn Statistics (CES) in the fall of 1986. This survey 
was conducted for the first time under the new Integrated Rjstseconaary 
- Education lata Systan (DEDS) , and data will be collected biennially hereafter. 
■ Institutions of higher education were f oaaaerly surveyed under the Higgler 
laucation General mfonnation Survey (HEELS) , and are those postseocndary 
institaJtions aoawiited at the college level by an iigency recognized by the U.S. 
Department of laucation. 

Ihis survey recjiested data about the state of residence of all 
aegree-seeking students enrolled for the first time in the foUowing categories 
of insUtutions: 4-^'ear public and private and 2-year private nonprofit, ihe 
2-yBar private for-profit institutions in the IHES universe were not surveyed. 
Data were reported ty attendance level of the student vihen first admitted to the 
r^xsnding institution. Ohe student levels include: undergraduate (first-time 
freshmen, students graduating ftan high sdiool within the past twelve nonths, 
and transfer students) , graduate, and first-professional levels. 

Bie analyses in this report were further limited to first-tine freshmen 
enrolled in the 2,743 institutions of higher education in the 50 States awJ the 
District of Ooluittoia that responded to the Residence survey. Students fron the 
outlying areas and students from the 50 States and the District of Ctolunbia 
enrolled in the outlying areas and in foreign countries are excluded fron the 
analysis. Foreign students are excluded frcro the analysis exc^ as shown in 
table 11. 

Bte Residence of First-Time Students survey was nailed durii^ Septerrtoer 
1986 to 5,126 pcstseoondary education institutions. Analysis of the returned 
survey foms resulted in deleting 398 institutions frcro the universe. Ihese 
included institutions that had clc-3d, did not offer postseocndary education 
programs, were di$>licated on the file, or were not eligible for the Residence 
survey. Therefore, the final universe for the survey was 4,728 institutions 
(table A) .

The overall re^»nse rate of 72.3 percent was based on the ratio of 

3,419 respondents to the final universe of 4,728 institutions (2,770 4-vear and 

above institutions areJ 1,958 2-year institutions) . ' 
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Ohe xesgonse rate for institutions of higher education (HBGIS schools) was 
•nuch higher than for other postseccndary institutions (non-ffixrcs 
Sc4iools)--86.4 percent versus 42.2 percent (table A-1) . Table A-2 shows similar 
data weighted by first-time fre^anen enroUaent. Whereas only 72.3 percent of 
all institutions responded to the Residenoe survey, respcnaing institutions 
enrolled 85.6 percent of all first-tijae freshmen. For the institutions of 
higher education, 86.4 percent of the institutions reqxixkd, aocountii^ for 
91.7 percent of all first-tiae freshmen. 

liilMtation for nonre^xxiding institutions are not incluied in this report. 
A r^jort describing the fully laputed file, with a description of the inpitation 
prooedure, is planned for the sunner of 1988. 

Survey data were edited for internal cxxsistency; that is, detailed data, 
by st ate, added to the total for each ooluim. If the totals were missing, the 
ccBf uk er generated totals were used and flagged as such. Data were also checked 
to ensure that the total fiealiiimi count was greater than (or equal to) the count 
of first-time freshmen who had graduated fron high school during the previous 
12 months. 3he totals r^rted for first-time freshoaen, graduate, and 
first-professional students vjere ooopared with the cccparable totals reported on 
the Fall Sirollment survey and discrepancies were resolved. 

The definitions and instructions for ocopiling lEEDS data have been 
designed to minimize ccrparability problems. However, postsecondary education 
Institutions differ widely amaig themselves. As a result of these differences, 
cccpariscais of data provided by individual institutions may be misleading.
